2. On a review, it has been decided that all valid Import licences issued bet¬ 
ween the Ist April, 1970 and the 31st March, 1971 under West German Com¬ 
modity Credit in terms of Public Notice No. 76-ITC(PN)/70 dated the 26th May, 
1970 may be switched over to DM 101.5 mUlion Credit for 1970-71 on request in 
the manner indicated below and will be governed by the provisions of the Public 
Notice No. 62-ITC(PN)/71 dated the 21st June, 1971. 

(1) Where orders have been placed for th® full value of the Import licence, 
the switch over would be for the full value of the import licence; 

(ii) where orders have been placed for a part value of the import licence, 
the switch over should be restricted to the value of the orders'; 

Provided tharf; payments under these two categories of licences will be limited to 
the value of orders placed, less payments already made. 

3 . This facility will not be available In respect of import licences, where no 
orders have been placed within the prescribed period.
